me Be gone, and that T had nothing to do there. But being ſo ha-. 
ſtily diſturbed, and not certain what might be the cauſe, 1 gave 
it over for a Dream, and paft that accident as uncertain of the 
truth. Now after the firſt Day was paſt, about Eight or Nine of 
the Clock at Night I'went to reft 5 and about twelve, my Mate 
was ſtriking a Light to take a Pipe of Tobacco, (as I ſuppoſe) 
and expeCing the Wherry to go up to the Town, being the 
Tide fell out aboue Two in the Morning, 1 defired the Candle

Candle did burn very well , and ſhewed a good light ; but of a 
ſuddain our Ship would not feel her Helm {o kindly as before,and 
brought all our Sails aback, Then our Ship heeled as much to 


Windward as before to Leeward : the Glaſs being out ,* we went. 
to the Pump, and found no water in the Ship , but the did not 
ſteer wel), neither could I find the reaſon, being ſtillſo fair wea- 
ther : This unkind ſteerage, made me urgent to try the Pump. 
yet more, but I could not get the upper, box to work, nor flir ; 
bat having taken that up, and trying with the Pump-hook , we- 
colild ndt come near the lower box by a foot and a half, which to:

with three men inher, the Boat went over the top of the Fore» 
ſheet, which lay above the ſtew, withogt touching it, with ſuch 
violence,as evenamazed us that ſaw it; And they-that were in the 
Boat, gave ſuch Joud cryes,as frighted bim at the Helm, who came 


running ont unknown-co me. But then finding the {hip coming. 


nearer the wind then formerly, Tran tothe fiaii-cale, to bid 
him put the Heln cover, but could not : And hearing one jump. 
down at the hatch , which was open at the half Deck, 
did ſuppoſe that the Helms man came down again 3 and calling 
him by his. name to come and help me, the word was no 
ſooner out of my mouth, but Tperceived the ſame perſon that 7 
had formerly ſeen before wecame out of the Harbour z who came 
violently to me, ſaying, Be gone,you have no more-to do here; throw- 
ing me in at the Cabbin door, clear upon the top of the table 3 
when 1 crying out,.. In the name of God what art, he vaniſhed away 
in a flaſh of fire : thinking witha), that che (hip had ſplit ina thou- 
ſand peeces 4 itgiving ſuch acrack. The men thereupon calling 
out, Maſter if ye be a man come «way, did ſomething revive me 3 
and firiving to have got to my cheſt, being Thad ſome oioney. in 
it, I found that ſomethinghindred me, but what it was I could 


not tell. Then perceiving the main Sea coming in ſo faſt , that T 


was up to the waſte , before Icould get out of the Cabbin z and 


finding all our men in the Boat'but only one, T defired him co 
get a compals 3” which he did, yet could never afcer know what- 


became ofit,, We were no ſooner in the Boat, but the Ship ſank 
down, and yet having a great Sea Fur Gown, which lay upon the 
dicker upon the ſhips gomg down , the very upſet of the water 
' brought it co the Boats fide, and one of our men took ir in. 
We reckoned our fefves to be ten or twelve Leagues E. S. E. 


| From the. ſpern, 7 perceived the Fane at the Main-top-maſt head, 
when the ſhip was ſunk: We continued in the Boat from three in 


the morning, till ten or eleventhat day, when we were taken up 
bya Whitty Ketch, who uſed us very kindly, and towed our Boat
